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CHESHIRE COUNTY DELEGATION 


Meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in the 
Grand Jury room of the Court House, Keene, N. H., May 2, 
1938. 


The meeting was called to order at 10 a. m. by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Henry L. Estabrook. At the roll call the following 
were present: Estabrook, Winslow, Firmin, Sawyer, Despres, 
Callahan, Knowlton, Jones, Park, Gates, Hilton, Roche, Rice, 
Woodbury, Granger, Barrett, Relihan, Britton, Burbank, and 
Horner. 


Mr. Estabrook called on Mr. Swan, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, to read the decision handed 
down by the Supreme Court in regard to the settlement law. 
Mr. Swan spoke briefly on the relief situation, and strongly 
opposed the idea of dividing the State into 8 districts, as pro- 
posed by the Welfare Board at Concord, and crossing County 
lines in so doing. He favored staying within County lines. He 
also stated that the Federal Government would take over the 
eare of the old age pension and the aid to the blind, but we will 
still continue to pay 100% of the cost of child welfare. 


Mr. Callahan asked why the cost, per case, at the County 
Farm was higher this year than in years past, and Mr. Swan 
said that they were not getting any help from the prisoners 
that were being sent up, now instead of being sent up for 30 or 
60 days, they are sent up for 15 days, or in other words, just 
long enough to sober off, so now they do not have time to do 
much work at the County Farm for the County. 

Mr. Park spoke in favor of having the towns and counties 
handle their own relief cases, and do their own investigation. 
He was strongly opposed to the sending of investigators by the 
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State Welfare Board to investigate our relief cases when we 
will be paying 100% of the cost of this relief. Also opposed to 
the State investigation, and placing of children in child wel- 
fare cases, now that we are paying the bills for these cases 
100%. Commenting further on child welfare cases, Mr. Bur- 
bank said that they had placed 3 children with a good family 
at a cost of $20.00 per month, and when the State Welfare 
Board comes in control of these cases it will force the County 
to pay $18.00 per month per child, or $54.00 per month for these 
same 3 children. Mr. Burbank reported that the cost of relief 
of poor off the County Farm for the first three months was 
$13,725.89. At this rate it would make $54,900.00 for the year 
and this, with the increase in the costs of Child Welfare cases, 
would total about $60,000.00, or $20,000.00 more than the 
amount which the Delegation had voted to appropriate for this 
year. 
Mr. Park offered the following resolution: 


Resolved that the Cheshire County Delegation are 
opposed to the 8 regional districts, as recommended by 
the Director of Welfare and Relief. 


It is the opinion of the Cheshire County Delegation 
that the investigation of the Welfare and Relief be kept 
within the boundary of the County lines. 


The Delegation voted unanimously to adopt this resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Burbank also spoke telling what little good the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Insurance was doing and how it in- 
creased the relief load in the County. Many men who were em- 
ployed on W. P. A. projects had been laid off because they had 
some Unemployment Compensation Insurance coming to them. 
In many eases this was as low as $3.00 per week, with the result 
that these people had to get help direct from the County, in 
order to get by. Whereas when they were employed on W. P. A. 
projects, they were earning $11.00 per week. 
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The Chairman then called Mr. Callahan to speak on some 
proposed W. P. A. project for the City of Keene. Mr. Callahan 
said that if the City of Keene would contribute $8,000.00 the 
Federal Government would contribute $25,000.00 to finance a 
WPA project to build a playground, or recreational center 
in Keene. Or another W. P. A. project being considered calls 
for a contribution of $14,000.00 by the City of Keene and the 
Federal Government would contribute about Ply 000.00 pro- 
vided it is used for sewer projects. 


Mr. Callahan said that both of these proposals were very 
good, and that they could help the unemployment situation in 
Keene a great deal, and also help to keep the cost of relief 
down. Mr. Callahan said that he hopes these projects may be 
secured. 

Chairman Estabrook spoke of the need of an increased 
appropriation as recommended by the County Commissioners, 
to care for the poor off the County Farm. 


Mr. Sawyer moved that we raise our appropriation for 
support of poor off the County Farm from $40,000.00 to 
$60,000.00 thereby increasing our appropriation by $20,000.00 
and this motion was seconded. 

Mr. Relihan moved to amend Mr. Sawyer’s motion by rais- 
ing our appropriation to $50,000.00 instead of $60,000.00 this 
was duly seconded, but the amendment was killed when put to 
a vote. Mr. Relihan asked for a roll call on the original motion, 
and Mr. Sawyer’s motion passed by a vote of 18 to 2. 


The following members of the Delegation voted ‘‘YES”’: 
Estabrook, Winslow, Firmin, Sawyer, Despres, Callahan, 
Knowlton, Jones, Park, Hilton, Roche, Rice, Woodbury, Gran- 
ger, Barrett, Britton, Burbank, and Horner. 

Those voting ‘‘NO’’ were Relihan and Gates. 

Mr. Swan spoke briefly of the coming Constitutional Con- 
vention, and urged those who are to attend the Convention to 
study carefully the new laws to be passed to raise additional 
revenue, and also to lessen the heavy tax load being carried by 
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the property owners. He also said that the expense of our 
school system is very high, and some reductions should be 
made. Mr. Callahan then took the floor, and said that whatever 
the cost of education is, it is low, and that there are other ways 
to economize other than cutting appropriations for educational 
purposes. Mr. Ramsay seconded what Mr. Callahan said, but 
warned that we can waste money on our schools as well as we 
ean in other departments, and urged that careful study and 
consideration be given appropriations for our schools. 

There being no further business to come before the Delega- 
tion Mr. Callahan moved that we adjourn, the OUon was sec- 
onded and it was so voted. 

Meeting adjourned at 12 noon.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


Your Commissioners are presenting to you our Annual Re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1938, together with the 
reports of County Treasurer, Clerk of Court, County Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of House of 
Correction and Farm Physician. The fiscal year ended with 
a balance of $38,418.70, and no outstanding notes or bonded 
indebtedness. 


We have had no great outlay to make on the buildings at 
the County Farm since the flood and fire damages which were 
taken care of in 1936. The repairs on the Court House have 
been for painting and slight damage of the hurricane. We 
have had some expense for binding of the books of the Registry 
of Deeds but otherwise no unusual expenses. 


The new road which leads from the Westmoreland road to 
the County Farm is a great improvement both in the road bed 
and in the fact that it relieves all danger in time of flood of 
the buildings being inaccessible. 


Our prison population has not been as large as in some 
years and their commitments have been for shorter terms as a 
whole. Our Jail expense has more than doubled in the past two 
years as the majority of High Court cases have been sent to the 
Manchester Jail and bill for board there is paid by the County. 
We haven’t the facilities for taking care of these cases at West- 
moreland. 


The Commissioners wish to express their appreciation to 
the help in our office as the workers have given us every 
assistance possible. Our per capita cost of relief has been kept 
very low. We feel that the investigation of cases has helped us 
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to do this as our investigators have been busy and their investi- 
gation has been very thorough and of great help in giving out 
relief. 

The County Farm has been kept in the regular neat and 
orderly manner under the management of Superintendent Sher- 
man. We feel that Mrs. Sherman is an excellent matron as the 
patients, old and young, are wonderfully cared for. 

In accordance with the act of the last Legislature the Old 
Age Assistance and Blind Aid cases were transferred to the 
State Welfare Office on July 1, 1938 so that since that time 
our office has not handled this work.

The following is the report of the Cheshire County Farm 
for the year ending December 31, 1938. 


The most important repairs during the year was the re- 
building of the front porch to the main building and general 
repairs to the Hospital sun porches. The hurricane in Septem- 
ber did some damage to the roofs of several of the buildings 
which has been repaired, also destroyed several of our shade 
trees and about 50,000 feet of pine was blown over. 


The farm furnished the institution with the usual amount 
of farm produce. There was a decided increase in the amount 
of milk used in the institution which resulted in the decrease 
in the sale of milk and cream. Our potato crop was slightly 
over two hundred bushels to the acre. 


Both Mrs. Sherman and I wish to thank the Commissioners 
for their support and cooperation during the year. We wish 
also to thank the different groups who visited the institution 
with some form of entertainment, the church organizations who 
conducted our religious services and all those who sent gifts 
especially at Christmas.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report of the Medical Department 
of the Cheshire County Farm for the year ending Dee. 31, 1938. 


There were 150 patients admitted to the hospital who 
received 1,108 weeks and three days’ board. 


There were 9 births and 9 minor and 1 major surgical 
operations, and thirty deaths. 


Last summer an outbreak of Dysentary occurred at the 
County Farm. Many other outbreaks were reported through- 
out the East. This was due to the heavy rains and the conse- 
quent contamination of the wells and springs with surface 
water. At the beginning of the epidemic our water supply was 
tested and pronounced free from pathogenic organisms. How- 
ever when the drinking water was boiled the epidemic ceased. 
A number of deaths resulted from it among the old feeble in- 
mates of the institution. 


I have enjoyed the work at the farm and always receive 
the same courteous consideration and cooperation from Mr. 
and Mrs. Sherman and the nursing staff.
